The brigands have demanded 
$40,000 as ransom for the captives, and 
Chancellor von Caprivi has telegraphed 
to Herr von Radowitz, the German 
ambassador here, authorizing him to 
advance this am ount The remaining 
passeng rs were despoiled of their be­ 
longings and were then left alone. 
The place where the act of brigand 
age occurred lies between this city and 
Adrianople. The band which made the 
attack on the train numbered thirty 
men, led by the noted A nastases. The 
brigands seized the watchman on duty 
at the railroad station and when they 
had prevented him from giving an alarm 
they set to work and tore up the rails 
for some distance. They set no warn­ 
ing signal for the engineer of the train, 
bat allowed the cars to dash on to a 
possible destruction. 
When the East­ 
ern express reached the spot the engine 
tumbled over on its side, dragging over 
with It the tender, a baggage car and 
all the third-class passenger coaches. 
The first-class passenger cars, luck 
ily, did not follow the other part of the 
train, but remained safely on the road. 
When the train was thus disabled the 
brigands rushed forward, uttering loud 
yells and brandishing their gnns in 
a

manner, and 
boarded the cars. 
Several of the pas­ 
sengers resisted the attack made on 
them by the brigands, who replied 
with a volley from their guns and dan­ 
gerously wounded one of the men who 
sought to repulse them.

THEY FIND FAVOU WITH SALISBURY. 
W a sh in g to n , June 3 .—The recent 
correspondence relative lo the taking 
of seals in the Behring sea has been 
made public as a result of its disclosure 
in London. 
The last published corre­ 
spondence closed with a note from Sec­ 
retary Blaine to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, dated April 14 last, changing 
somewhat 
the six 
questions 
pro­ 
posed 
to 
be submitted 
to 
ar­ 
bitration so that in brief they pro­ 
vide for a determination of the old 
Russian rights in Behring sea, the ex­ 
tent of their recognition by 
Great 
Britain, the definition of the boun­ 
daries 
of 
Behring sea, the extent 
of the reversion 
of 
the 
Russian 
rights to 
the United 
States, 
the 
right of the United States to pro­ 
tect seal outside of the 3-mile limit, de­ 
termination of the necessary regula­ 
tions to that end, including the lim ita­ 
tion of the close season, and finally the 
question of the damages sustained by 
the two parties through seal-killing and 
through seizures of vessels. 
The additional correspondence be­ 
gins with a note from Secretary Blaine 
to the British minister under date of 
May 4, in which he reminds him that 
during March he (Blaine) had proposed 
that a modus vivendi be agreed upon 
touching the seal fisheries pending the 
result of arbitration of the question be­ 
tween the 
two governments. 
Mr. 
Blaine writes: 
“The president’s first proposal, which Is sub­ 
mitted to you, was that no Canadian sealer 
should be allowed to come within a certain 
number of miles of the PribylolT islands. It 
was, however, the conclusion of the president, 
after readily Lord Salisbury’s dispatch of Fob 
ruary 94, that the 
modus 
vivendi 
might 
possibly provoke conflict in 
the 
Behring 
sea, and to avoid that result he instructed me 
to propose that sealing, both on land and sea, 
should be suspended by both nations during 
tbs progress of arbitration, or during the sea­ 
son of 1891. On both occasions it was a con­ 
versational exchange of views, the first in my 
office at the state department, the seoond at 
my residence. 
’The president was so desirous of a prompt 
response from Lord Salisbury to his second 
proposition that I ventured to suggest that you 
request an answer by cable lf practicable. Es­ 
pecially was the president anxious to reoeive an 
answer (which he trusted would be favorable) 
before he should set out on his tour to the Pa­ 
cific states. He left Washington on the night 
of April 13 without having beard a word from 
your government. It was then a full month 
after he had instructed me to open negotiations 
on the question and the only probable inference 
was that Lor a Salisbury would not agree to his 


revenue steamer Rush to proceed to th£ Seal­ 
ing Islands. 
Another revenue steamer, the 
Corwin, is at San Francisco, very nearly ready 
to sail, and will shortly put to sea. Should aa 
agreement be reached before her departure ap­ 
propriate orders may still be sent by her to the 
islands.” 
To this Pauncefote replied, urging 
that Salisbury was seeking Canada’s 
action in the matter, and a determ ina­ 
tion might arrive at any moment 
The last communication ends the cor­ 
respondence up to date.

here that the vigorous term s of the

killed at 80,000, In the discretion of an agent 
appointed by the treasury department. 
Eight 
days after the president's departure notifica­ 
tion 
was 
received 
that 
Lord 
Salis­ 
bury would agree to a total suspension 
of seal killing. 
This was telegraphed to the 
president, who replied expressing great satis­ 
faction. but stating that some seals must be 
killed by the natives for food; that the lessees 
are bound under their lease from the govern 
meat to feed and oare for 
the 
natives, 
making It necessary to send a ship to the 
£ribyloff islands each season at their expense; 
and that for this service, a very expensive one. 
the lessees should find compensation in lairing 
a moderate number of seals under the lease. 
The president expressed his belief that this al­ 
lowance would be readily agreed to by Lord 
Salisbury because the necessity is absolute. 
“You will remember that when I communi­ 
cated this proposition from the president to 
you, on the evening of Monday, April 37, yon did 
hot agree with the president's suggestion. On 
the contrary, you expressed yourself as confi­ 
dent that Lord Salisbury would not accept It; 
that In your judgment the killing of seals must 
b e cut off absolutely od the land and In the 
water, and that it could not be stopped on 
slther unless stopped on both. 
'T he narrative of facts which I have given 
(absolutely necessary for dearly understand­ 
ing the position of this government) brings me 
to a further statement which I am directed by 
the president to submit. The president refuses 
to believe that Lord Salisbury can possibly 
maintain the position you have taken when his 
lordship is placed In full possession of the facts 
which I shall now submit to you somewhat In 
detail.”

“la short, then, the means of living, the fa- 
duties for education, the care of health, the 
religious teaching, the training of the young 
and old, and in a community of over 300 per­ 
sons, are all imposed upon the community as its 
solemn duty by specific articles of the lease. 
Tbs duties thus Imposed upon the oompany 
must be discharged annually with exact­ 
ness. If the company shall, as you say Lord 
Salisbury requests, bd deprived of all privilege 
of taking seals, they certainly could not be com 
palled to minister to the wants of the SOO lnhab 
ltants for an entire year. If the lessees are not 
to be allowed payment In any form for the 
amount necessary to support these 300 people 
ok the islands they will naturally decline to en­ 
nead It. Seal life may be valuable, hut the first 
fluty of the government of the United States In 
mis matter is to protect human life. 
"‘In this exlngeney the president instructs 
me to propose to Lord Salisbury that he con 
oede to the North American Company the 
right to take a sufficient number of seals and 
more than sufficient to recompense them 
for their 
outlay

But they cost a dealer three 
times as much as common 
chimneys, and, as they do not 
break, he is apt to be anxious 
lest they stop his trade. Di­ 
minished sales and less profit 
are not agreeable to him. 
There are two sides to the 
luestion.

Points From Physicians as to Precautions 
Necessary to Prevent The Spread of 
The Disease—No Alarm Need he 
Felt. as to An Epidemic. 


Prof. Zinck, principal of St. Paul's 
G e rm a n Lutheran 
parochial school, 
this m o rn in g found he had only tw enty 
pupils in attendance out of one hund­ 
red and eight. 
He decided, therefore, 
to dismiss school for the day. 
He will 
open the school to-morrow, but if the 
attendance be as light the school will 
again be dismissed. 
Many German 
families reside in the district afflicted 
with diphtheria, and parents are keep­ 
ing their children a t home, fearing the 
contagion. 
City Schools Much Reduced. 
The same is true concerning the at­ 
tendance in the city schools all over 
the city. 
Parents are fearing a spread 
of the scourge, and many have taken 
their children from school and sent 
them out of the city; others are keep­ 
ing their little ones a t home. 
Superintendent Cooley was 
asked 
this morning to give the num ber ab­ 
sent at this time. 
“ I can only estimate the attend­ 
ance,” he replied. 
“ In 
the First 
ward not more than fifty per cent are 
in school. 
In the Second ward about 
eighty per cent are in school. 
In the 
Third ward less than fifty per cent are 
in attendance,, and the Fourth ward, 
Fifth ward and Central schools are 
about the same as Third ward. 
Of 
course the greatest part of the reduc 
tion is in the lower grades, some of 
which are almost wholly depleted. 
Only eleven were absent from the 
High school yesterday, and about the 
same num ber to-day.” 
A Death in the First Ward. 
Willie, the little five year old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Patrick Foley, 71 
Pearl street, died at 10:30 o’clock of 
diphtheria. 
The little one was taken 
immediately to Mount Olivet for buri­ 
al, no funeral services being held. 
There are five more children in the 
Foley family, but it is thought all are 
free from the scourge, they having 
been sent away from home as soon as 
it was found th at Willie was sick with 
' the disease. 
Three Trips To Oak HIU. 
The little white hearse w ent to Oak 
Hill cemetery twice last night and 
again this morning. 
The first trip 
bore Minnie Bergman, aged five years. 
Minnie died at 0:30 p. rn., the burial 
taking place a t ten o’clock. 
The re 
mains of Albert Clough, who died at 
10:30 p. rn., were buried a t one o’clock 
this morning. 
At noon to-day an­ 
other trip was made, carrying the re­ 
mains of Willie Foley to Mount Olivet. 
The Diphtheria Bacillus Found. 
Janesville doctors are deeply inter­ 
ested in a report of Dr. Klein, the En­ 
glish bacteriologist made public in 
the Scientific American. 
Dr. Klein 
emphasizes a fact which is of great 
practical importance and should al­ 
ways be borne in mind by health offi­ 
cers, to-wit.: 
The contagion of diph­ 
theria is to be classed with those 
which can exist and thrive outside the 
human body. 
“ It is a m atter of com­ 
mon belief,” he says, “ th at a room 
may contain diphtheria contagion for 
a very long period; th at milk may be 
not only the vehicle, but even the mul­ 
tiplying ground of the diphtheria con­ 
tagion; and th at sewer air and sew­ 
age may contain and be the means of 
distributing this contagion.” 
These points are of much import in 
investigating new outbreaks of this 
disease. 
Dr. Klein announces th at he 
has discovered the true diphtheria 
bacillus, and the most eminent bacter­ 
iologists in the world, w ith great 
unanim ity, confirm the statem ent.
